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Finland — The New EFTA Partner 


An announcement regarding the Finland— EFTA Agreement, together with a list of the new quotas, 

was published in the Board of Trade Journal on March 31 (page 742). In this article, P. D. Stobart, First 

Secretary (Commercial) at the British Embassy, Helsinki, reviews the increased opportunities which this 
brings to the British exporter. 


N MARCH 27, 1961, an Agreement was signed in Helsinki 

associating Finland with EFTA. The exact differences between 

this associate membership and the full membership enjoyed by the 
original Severn need not bother us here. As far as the British exporter 
is concerned, Finland will become, for most practical purposes, an 
EFTA market. One important difference, however, is that the tempo 
of EFTA’s programme of tariff cuts will be slowed down somewhat 
in respect of a number of categories of imports into Finland (including 
textiles and footwear) in order to allow certain of Finland’s industries 
a little more time to adapt themselves to the winds of competition 
from outside. 


An Already Attractive Market 


Finnish association with EF TA will not change our export prospects 
overnight. For one thing, it will be some years before the EFTA 
tariff cuts have reached the point where they will be the determining 
factor in the Finnish importer’s choice of sources of supply. For 
another, traditional trade connections are not easily relinquished, 
and those with countries outside EF TA will indeed not be abandoned 
unless British exporters can at least match their competitors per- 
formance in price, quality, salesmanship, delivery dates, terms of 
payment and after-sales service. But an important point to bear in 
mind in all this is that Finland already presents an attractive market 
for us. Her association with EFTA will merely make it a better one. 


Despite the ravages of war and the heavy reparations to the Soviet 
Union, as well as the loss of much valuable territory under the Peace 
Treaty, Finland has found her feet in the post-war world remarkably 
well. Her people are amazingly resilient and adaptable and she has 
also been helped in her recovery by the fact that her forests represent 
a first-class source of raw material for exports and manufactures, 
the demand for which has not yet reached its ceiling. Sawn timber 
has found a ready sale, thanks to the post-war building boom in 
nearly all countries. Paper, hardboard and cardboard have come into 
their own, as industry everywhere turns more and more to paper 
packaging, and as new building materials replace traditional ones. 
Admittedly the material replaced in both these fields was often wood, 
of which Finland is also a supplier, but from the Finns’ point of view 
it is more profitable to export manufactured materials than sawn

timber. World demand for newsprint and other paper continues to 
rise and at present there seems to be no satisfactory method of using 
for paper-making the tropical hard woods, which constitute the worlds 
major timber resources. 

Since 1957, Finland’s gross national product has increased by an 
average of 8 per cent. per annum. Prices have been kept reasonably 
stable and prosperity seems to be firmly based at present. The Finns 
are profoundly optimistic about their economic future. Although 
wood and paper in the widest sense make up 67 per cent. of Finland’s 
exports, this percentage is gradually falling from year to year as a 
variety of new industries, notably shipbuilding, engineering, ceramics 
and textiles, play an ever increasing part in the nation’s economy. 
The Finns are already the world’s experts in ice-breaker construction 
and they also manufacture 10 per cent. of the world’s paper making 
machinery. This country of only 4} million inhabitants manufactures 
(albeit in some cases on licence from foreign manufacturers or by the 
use of imported parts), an astounding range of goods including 
motor trucks, tractors, locomotives, and even some aircraft. 

This high level of industrial activity affects British exporters in two 
ways. First, despite Finnish skill in engineering, there is still a steady

demand for capital equipment from abroad. At a time when British 
delivery dates were long, however, and interest in exports to Europe 
was less intense than it is today, our continental competitors estab- 
lished themselves very comfortably in the machine tool market and 
will take some dislodging. Second, prosperity inevitably brings with it a 
steadily rising demand for consumer goods of all types, and in this

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field there is great scope for our products. With the exception of certain 
items (e.g., footwear and clothing) where local production is protected 
by high tariff or quantitative restrictions, there are few products 
which will not sell here provided that the quality, the price, the terms 
of payment and the sales technique are right. I recently had a very 
welcome call from the director of a British company which had 
succeeded in establishing a small but expanding trade in business 
stationery in this, the stronghold of the paper industry! 


Scope for More British Exports 


Last year the United Kingdom, which is Finland’s best customer, 
bought from Finland goods to the value of about £100,000,000 but 
sold only half that amount. Federal Germany on the other hand, 
although a much less important customer of Finland’s, topped our 
export figure by about £10,000,000. There are various reasons for 
this difference in performance, some of them historical and certainly 
too numerous to go into here. Nor is it any part of my duty to sit back 
and criticise our exporters, most of whom know their own business 
much better than I ever shall. I would, however, suggest the following 
points as being important ones to be borne in mind by any firm think- 
ing of exporting to Finland. 


Suggestions for Exporters 


(1} Prepare your campaign in advance by consulting the Export 
Services Branch of the Board of Trade or your local Board of Trade 
Regional Office. They will be able to give you a very good general idea 
of the market conditions for your particular product. You or they can 
then easily write to the British Embassy in Helsinki if there are any 
gaps in this information which need to be filled in. I put this point 
first, because I feel that this important source of readily available 
information is often overlooked by exporters. 


(2) Visit Finland if at all possible, in order to select an agent. If 
you are doubtful whether a special visit is justified and your repre- 
sentative happens to be in Stockholm, the onward flight to Helsinki 
only takes one hour and costs as little as £16 10s. return. The Embassy 
will gladly suggest a number of possible agents for you, but the 
ultimate choice must necessarily be yours. Having selected an agent, 
visit him as often as is possible, in order to keep him up to the mark. 
Agents, like lawns, repay cultivation and, at times, weeding. The firm

which visits will deservedly get better service than that which merely 
writes from time to time. 

(3) If you think that the Commercial Department of the Embassy 
may be able to help you, please try to let us know in advance when you 
are coming, in order that we may look into your problems before 
your representative arrives. This will avoid wasting his time when in 
Helsinki. If this proves impossible, he should ring the Embassy as 
soon as is convenient after his arrival. If the Embassy Offices are 
closed he should not hesitate to ring me or one of my colleagues at a 
number which will be given to him by one of the British staff oh duty. 
We may not be able to give a full answer off the cuff, but at least we 
will do our best to advise. 

(4) ‘Try to meet the Finnish importers’ requirements as far as 
possible as regards specifications. If*he requires something out of the 
ordinary, there is usually a good reason for it and this is a point on 
which our competitors are strong. 

(5) Be prepared to quote c.i.f. Finnish port in metric measures. 
Some of the older firms may be familiar with our picturesque weights 
and measures, but many others have understandable difficulty in 
juggling with gross, cwts., pints, etc. 

(6) Offer your agent a commission worth working hard for, and 
also assist him wherever you can over advertising. (Incidentally the 
rates on Finnish Commercial Television are very reasonable indeed), 

(7) Be as helpful as you can over terms of payment. The Finns are 
justly proud of their reputation for payment and do not like to be 
asked (as happened recently to an important importer of machine 
tools), to pay ‘when the goods are ready-packed at the factory in the 
United Kingdom.’ 

(8) Nobody will expect you or your representative to have mastered 
the very difficult Finnish language and nearly all Finnish firms are 
able to correspond in English, but try to ensure that any widely sold 
product bears instructions in Finnish and preferably Swedish also. 
Under Finnish law, essential operating instructions on machines must 
be in the local language. 


Import Controls 

Export to Finland is not, however, entirely plain sailing because 
certain import controls still exist. For licensing purposes, imports are 
divided into three categories: 

(a) Multilateral imports. 

(b) Bilateral imports. 

(c) Imports from countries with which Finland has neither 
multilateral nor bilateral agreements. 

Imports from the United Kingdom and the majority of Western 
countries fall into category (a). Within this category, Finland has 
liberalized over 80 per cent. of her imports, including chemicals, 
machine tools, industrial raw materials and certain types of consumer 
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goods. For these imports no licence is necessary. About 16 per cent. of 
multilateral imports are subject to global quotas. These include food- 
stuffs, textiles, passenger cars, television sets and certain types of 
machinery. These can be imported from any of the countries te which 
the multilateral system of licensing applies. The remaining 4 per cent., 
which include liquid and solid fuel, grain and sugar, are subject to 
individual licensing. 

Finland has bilateral agreements with the Eastern Bloc countries and 
imports under them are fully controlled and are subject to prede- 
termined bilateral quotas. Imports from other countries, now very few 
in number, with which Finland has no agreement (and including Japan 
and Israel,) are fully controlled and licence applications are dealt 
with individually. 

This system, however, allows the British exporter considerable 
scope, and if some of the global quotas are a little tight at present, Fin- 
nish association with EF TA will have the effect of progressively ex- 
panding them, with the result that the Finnish market will be a most 
attractive one for almost any type of product. Furthermore, the 
revaluation of the D Mark will give our exports a small but important 
price advantage over those of our greatest single competitor in the 
Finnish market. 


If you are already exporting to Finland, there may well be room for 
improvement if present sales and agency arrangements are exploited 
to the full. If you do not yet export to Finland, why not at least see what 
can be done? Market conditions for most products have never been 
better than they are now. 


The Board of Trade will be able to give you a preliminary opinion on 
the prospects for your products and I and my staff in the Commercial 
Department of the Embassy will do our best to help you both as 
regards your initial inquiry and when your representative visits Finland.

British Export Missions Optimistic

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A Progress Report on Scottish Industrial Developments 


by C.J. A. Whitehouse, O.B.E., Controller, Office for Scotland, Board of Trade 


dustrial revolution in the post-war years. The traditional indus- 

tries of shipbuilding; marine engineering; heavy engineering; 
iron and steel manufacture; coalmining; agriculture and fishing; 
textiles and whisky are still very important but they have been joined 
by a number of new industries producing a variety of articles, many 
of which were not previously manufactured in Scotland. These 
include electronic computers; typewriters and all kinds of calculating 
machinery; automation equipment; plant for the generation of power 
by nuclear fission; instruments for detecting atomic radiation; earth~- 
moving equipment, tractors and farm machinery; clocks and watches; 
refrigerators, spin dryers and other domestic electrical appliances; 
electric shavers, transistor radios; foundation garments made from 
latex; hormones, etc. The new industries are gradually turning whole 
districts of Scotland once entirely dependent on one or two capital 
or extractive industries particularly vulnerable to trade recessions into 
industrially integrated communities better equipped by the growing 
variety of their industries to withstand periods of recession. 


This process was continued in 1960, a year which will long be 
remembered in Scotland as one of achievement and promise ; achieve- 
ment shown by record output in several industries, by recovery in 
others, and by progress on large capital projects; and promise in the 
announcement of some of the largest capital programmes undertaken 
in Scotland since the war — not least of which were the vehicle projects. 
The recovery from the recession of 1957-58 had been slower in Scot- 
land than in the rest of Great Britain: for the British economy as a 
whole 1959 had been a year of remarkable recovery, but it was not 
until the end of that year that Scottish industry began to pull itself 
out of the recession. The recoyery, both in the traditional and newer 
industries, gathered momentum in 1960. 


Construction began on the hot strip mill at Ravenscraig and the 
associated cold reduction mill at Gartcosh; and Colville’s announced 
that the originally contemplated capacity of the Ravenscraig strip 
mill was to be increased to 500,000 tons of finished sheet and 175,000 
tons of light plates, because detailed examination showed that the 
original targets were too low. The strip mill project more than any 
other recent industrial development had raised hopes of securing 
for Scotland industries using steel strip in their production. ‘These

hopes were fulfilled in 1960 by the announcements that B.M.C. 
were to build at Bathgate and Rootes in Linwood and that in conse- 
quence the factory of the Pressed Steel Co. at Linwood would be 
expanded. When later in the year, it was announced that the £4} 
million Graving Dock was to go ahead at Greenock, and that con- 
struction of the Tay Road Bridge was to start in 1963 there was a 
definite feeling that 1960 was the turning point for industrial develop- 
ment in Scotland. 

The range and magnitude of the current capital investment pro- 
gramme in Scotland was shown in an article in the Glasgow Herald 
Trade Review in January 1961, where a number of the major projects 
were listed. These projects were estimated to cost a total of about

£300 million, and included large industrial projects such as those for 
B.M.C., Rootes and Pressed Steel, the strip mill at Ravenscraig, 
distillery expansions, the Graving Dock at Greenock, cement works 
at East Lothian and other factory extensions; large private commercial 
projects; projects for nationalized industries such as power stations 
for electricity generation, a large gas plant in Fife; a very large 
programme of educational building; and other public works such as 
NATO depots, the Whiteinch tunnel, the Forth road bridge, and the 
reconstruction of Prestwick airport. There are a large number of 
smaller projects also under construction and many others both 
major and smaller were announced in 1960. 


Some of these, such as a large extension for Honeywell-Controls 
Ltd. (electronic controls), expansion of Rolls Royce's activities, 
an extension to S. Simpson’s clothing factory in Lanarkshire, de- 
velopments in the petro-chemical industry at Grangemouth, and 
extension of the Telegraph Condenser factory at Broxburn resulted 
from the earlier diversifying industry. The vehicle industry projects 
represented very welcome new development and the B.M.C. factory at 
Bathgate is already well advanced. Further important new firms 
and industries were attracted during 1960; these included projects 
for Ingersoll Rand Ltd. at Dalmuir; Skefko Ball Bearing Ltd. near 
Irvine; Lyle and Scott Ltd. and Monotype Corporation Ltd. at 
Dunfermline ; the Rubery Owen Organization and Thames Board Mill 
at Cumbernauld. 


New Industries Attracted 


In recent years there has been some success in attracting new 
industry to these areas where high unemployment became evident in 
the 1957 and 1958 recession. In Irvine for example apart from the 
Skefko development, the Town Council converted a Royal Ordnance 
Factory into an industrial estate and have succeeded in attracting 
several worthwhile enterprises to the area including Hyster Ltd., an 
American firm who manufacture tractor equipment in a factory at 
Hillington which has now become too small for them. In West Lothian 
the consequences of the decline of the shale-oil industry will be more 
than offset by the B.M.C. project, and the Telegraph Condenser 
expansion. Another area where unemployment has been growing 
recently is the Cowdenbeath/Dunfermline area in South Fife. Very 
soon after this area was added to the districts eligible for assistance 
under the Local Employment Act two projects — Lyle and Scott Ltd., 
the Hawick knitwear manufacturers, and Monotype Corporation 
Ltd. — decided to set up factories there which will employ about 650 
people. At the same time the New Towns of Glenrothes, Cumbernauld 
and East Kilbride have continued to expand and to attract more 
new indu&strial projects. Glenrothes, the New Town in South Fife, 
had a slow start but in recent years industrial development has 
gathered momentum. Anderson Boyes Ltd., the Lanarkshire manu- 
fa-turers of mining machinery have opened a factory there; and two 
American firms, Beckman Instruments Ltd. (potentiometers and 
Hughes International Co. Ltd. (transistors), recently came into 
production. At Cumbernauld, in addition to the Rubery Owen and

Thames Board Mills projects, the Burroughs Adding Machine Co. 
have further plans for expansion. At East Kilbride where nearly 1} 
million square feet of factory space has been brought into production 
since the area was designated as a New Town, a large new factory 
for Holyrood Knitwear is nearing completion and a large advance 
factory programme is under way as well as several other projects. 
The National Engineering Laboratory is situated in East Kilbride, 
and a new building to be used for the investigation of the strength 
and properties of engineering materials at high temperatures and 
pressures is under construction. Existing manufacturing firms include 
Rolls Royce (aero-engines), Sunbeam Electric (domestic electrical 
appliances), J. H. Carruthers (mining machinery), Heyward Tyler 
(pumps for the oil industry), Laird-Portch Fashions (ladies’ dresses), 
Waterlow & Sons (printers, and Cincinnati Shapers (machine tools). 

The areas which have attracted most new industry since the war 
are those which were scheduled as Development Areas in 1945 and 
where the Distribution of Industry legislation has continued to 
operate. In Lanarkshire, for example, there are seven Board of Trade 
industrial estates as well as several individual factories built with 
government finance. One of the major expanding industries in Lanark- 
shire is the electronics and electrical industry. Honeywell Controls, 
manufacturers of automatic controls in use in such factories as Col- 
ville’s Ravenscraig works, Caterpillar, I.C.I., and B.M.C., and at 
Dounreay have expanded several times since they started to manu- 
facture at Newhouse in 1948. Last year they engaged 400 workers 
bringing the total labour force to 2,000. The Board of Trade are to 
build an extension to the Newhouse factory at a cost of £4} million 
which will provide empleyment for yet another 1,000 workers and 
already 200 are being trained. Thermostatic controls are manufactured 
by Ranco Ltd., who like Honeywell Controls have a history of con- 
tinuous expansion; switchgear and control gear are manufactured by 
Belmos Co. and Switchgear & Equipment. Hoovers Electric Motors 
manufacture fractional ho1se-power motors and vacuum cleaners in a 
factory now being extended at Cambuslang. Laurence Scott & 
Electro Motors also produce small electric motors. Electric Lamps, 
electric dry shavers and domestic appliances are produced at the 
Philips Hamilton Works and Airdrie Electronics Ltd. make radio 
and electric equipment. 


Development in Lanarkshire 


Another of Lanarkshire’s still-developing industries is the manu- 
facture of aero-engines. The war brought Rolls Royce to Scotland — to 
Hillington Industrial Estate —- and it is already a decade since they 
began production in East Kilbride New Town. Rolls Royce now 
occupy factories at Larkhall and Blantyre in addition to Hillington 
and East Kilbride and they have recently announced that in the past 
year their Scottish labour force has been increased by 800. Expansion 
of engineering development and experimental facilities in the Scottish 
factories will call for additional qualified technical staff and workshop 
personnel, ‘The Scottish factories have been responsible for the 
manufacture and overhaul of all Avon civil and military engines — now, 
increasingly they will carry out the engineering work also. 

An industry which has developed greatly in the United Kingdom 
since the war based largely on Scotland is the earth-moving equipment 
industry. 
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Euclid (Great Britain) Ltd., have been producing earth-moving 
equipment since 1950; their business has expanded considerably 
since the early days when many of the parts were imported and as- 
sembled at Newhouse ; now most of the parts are made in this country. 
Caterpillar Tractor Co., Ltd., produce crawler tractors in a privately 
financed factory at Tannochside which covers 16 acres and in which 
nearly 2,000 workers are employed. The Cummins Engine Co., who 
manufacture the type of diesel engine required for earth-moving and 
other heavy equipment occupy a Government Factory at Shotts, 
employing 500 people. 


Post-war Expansion 


Greenock and Port Glasgow, another area which has attracted a 
number of new industries, still has a serious unemployment problem. 
The new industries include the manufacture of hosiery latch needles 
by Redditch Hosiery Needles Ltd. — ladies’ quilted nylon dressing 
gowns, housecoats, etc., by Wovenair Ltd. — electricity meters and 
electrical measuring instruments by Sangamo Weston Ltd., and 
solderless terminals by Aircraft Marine Products Ltd., for whom a 
larger factory is being built. Playtex Ltd., who make ladies’ foundation 
garments from latex have expanded more than once since they came 
to Port Glasgow in 1949 and an extension of 85,000 sq. ft. which is 
now being built will provide employment for another 500 workers. 
Joy-Sullivan Ltd., manufacture mining machinery in a Board of 
Trade factory in Greenock; they had a record year in 1958 but shared 
in the general recession in coalmining machinery in 1959. At the end 
ot that year they formed an Air Power Division to manufacture 
stationary and portable air-compressors, rock drills and other air- 
operated machines and tools for the mining, quarrying and construc- 
tion industries. After only one year of operation these machines were 
being exported to 40 different countries. The current expansion of 
post-war firms with the employment expected from the construction 
and later from the operation of the Greenock Graving Dock are 
expected to provide employment for 2,000 people in this district. 
Another firm in the same as ca which has just completed a large exten- 
sion to their factory and whose labour force is expanding is 1.B.M. 
Ltd., who manufacture electronic computers, and other office 
machinery including electric typewriters. 

The office machinery industry has had a most interesting develop- 
ment in Scotland. The five major producers including I.B.M. Ltd. 
employ 11,000 people and produce one-third of the United Kingdon 
output and half of the total exports. In 1959 deliveries from Scottish 
factories rose by 25 per cent. over the previous year to the record 
amount of {20-7 million and the indications are that 1960 will prove 
to be a record year also. In the Glasgow area a large part of the United 
Kingdom production of typewriters is produced by Remington Rand 
and British Olivetti. In the Vale of Leven in Dunbartonshire which 
once had the dyeing and finishing of textiles as its only manufacturing 
industry of any size, 1,000 men and women in the Burroughs Adding 
Machine factory produce daily 130 calculating machines with a total 
of more than 100,000 parts. Now Burroughs Adding Machine Com- 
pany are expanding in their original factory in Vale of Leven as well 
as in the New Town of Cumbernauld.

The first phase of the construction of the new Forth Road Bridge in 
Scotland has now been completed. The sub-structure contract, 
consisting of the foundations for the main piers of the bridge, the 
anchorages for the main cables and the reinforced concrete side towers, 
valued at £2} million, has been completed by John Howard & Co. Ltd., 
civil engineering contractors. Seen above is the 150 ft. high north side 
tower, with the old rail bridge in the gy Senate Consulting 
engineers are Mott, Hay & Anderson, and Fox & Partners. The bridge 

is due to be completed in 1963. 


The fifth firm in Scotland manufacturing office machinery is the 
National Cash Register Co. in Dundee. They started in Dundee in 
1946 with a labour force of 47 and now employ more than 3,000 
workers in more than half a million sq. ft. of factory space. N.C.R. 
are only one of several post-war firms helping to diversify the industrial 
structure of Dundee once almost entirely dependent on the jute 
industry. The computing heads of petrol pumps are produced by 
Veeder-Root Ltd. whose associate company, Holo Krome Ltd., 
opened a factory recently to manufacture socket screws. Morphy 
Richards (Astral) Ltd., another firm who have expanded several 
times and have just completed a major extension now produce com- 
plete domestic refrigerators and spin dryers. They have been joined in 
Dundee by one of their suppliers, Clearex Products Ltd., who do 
vacuum forming and thermoplastic sheet moulding. Timex, one of 
three large firms in Scotland manufacturing clocks and watches, 
have expanded considerably since coming to Dundee. Ferranti Ltd., 
whose main Scottish works and laboratories are in Edinburgh, make 
electronic valves, micro-wave components and house service meters in 
Dundee; Burndept (Vidor) Ltd. make dry batteries; Expanded 
Rubber Co. Ltd., make ebonite for thermal insulation, etc.; Hart 
Ashworth Co. Ltd. make hats and hoods; L. S. Mayer (London) 
Ltd. make handbags, etc., and John K. Mearns Ltd., dresses. But 
not all the diversity in Dundee is due to the newer industries. Some 
of the older established jute manufacturing firms have introduced new 
production. For example, Thomson Shepherds Ltd., and an English 
firm, the Bristol Tool and Gauge Co. Ltd., set up a new company to 
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produce machine tools in part of the Dundee premises no longer 
required for the production of jute. Another machine - tool joint 
venture was that concluded between Douglas Fraser & Sons Ltd., of 
Arbroath, and Giddings & Lewis Ltd., of Wisconsin, to form a new 
company, Giddings & Lewis-Fraser Ltd., to increase and diversify 
the Arbroath firm’s production of machine tools. 


The North-East Coast of Scotland has a history of persistent 
unemployment and it has been difficult to attract industry there. 
Nevertheless, the old-established firm of Consolidated Pneumatic 
Tools Ltd. at Fraserburgh has expanded; British ‘Thomson Houston 
now produce electric lamps in Buckie; Cleveland Twist Drill Co. Ltd. 
occupy a Board of ‘Trade factory at Peterhead; Peterhead Gear Manu- 
facturing Co. were acquired in 1956 by Euclid (Great Britain) Ltd. 
and their factory has since been extended. At present a factory is being 
built in Peterhead for Radiation Group Services. In many parts of 
the Highlands and Islands, another Development District eligible for 
assistance under the Local Employment Act, the possibility of sub- 
stantial industrial development is limited by a sparse and scattered 
population. But Michael Nairn Co. Ltd., the Kirkcaldy linoleum 
manufacturing firm, have recently completed a particle board factory 
at Inverness; 1,500 local men and women have been recruited to 
provide the technical staff for the experimental breeder reactor at 
Dounreay; a firm manufacturing plastic protective clothing has 


opened near Thurso and a glass manufacturing factory is being built 
in Wick. 


Increased Prosperity 


All this industrial development has enabled Scotland to enjoy 
increased prosperity but unemployment at 3-7 per cent. remains almost 
twice as high as in Great Britain (1-9 per cent.). A great deal has been 
done and is being done to help the Scottish economy — by Government 
measures designed to assist the introduction of new industry and the 
expansion of existing industry; by nationalized industries; and by 
private enterprise. In total 49 million sq. ft. of factory building for 
manufacturing industry with estimated employment for 115,000 
additional workers was completed in Scotland from 1945 to the end 
of 1960; of this 11 million sq. ft. (54,000 jobs) was financed by the 
Government. Since August 1, 1958, when the Distribution of Industry 
(Industrial Finance) Act, 1958, came into operation to March 31, 
1960 — in addition to the factory building undertaken — the Develop- 
ment Areas Treasury Advisory Committee offered loans to Scottish 
industry amounting to {£2 million; and between April 1, 1960, and 
December 31, 1960, under the Local Employment Act, 1960, the 
Board of Trade Advisory Committee offered loans amouting to 
£12-4 million and grants amounting to £1-4 million to Scottish 
industry. Of the total £15-8 million offered since August 1, 1958, 
£12-2 million was for new enterprises and {3-6 million for the ex- 
pansion of existing industry. The amount of factory building approved 
in Scotland in 1960 was a record; 7-7 million sq. ft. was approved with 
jobs for about 2,000 persons; this was more than the total for the 
previous three years. 


Quite apart from new industrial development the level of activity 
in Scotland was high in 1960; two measures of this were the con- 
sumption of electricity and the output of the steel industry. All major 
industries in Scotland, except shipbuilding and engineering used 
more electricity in 1960 than in 1958 or 1959 and the Scottish steel 
industry had a record year. 


Power for Industrial and Domestic Use 


The task of providing more and more power for industrial and 
domestic use is contributing to the large capital investment pro- 
gramme. The first part of the large coal-fired electricity generating 
station at Kincardine on the Firth of Forth was opened by Her 
Majesty the Queen in 1960; when it is finally completed in 1963 this 
station will generate enough electricity to meet twice the present 
peak labour demand of Edinburgh and Glasgow. Another station 
which will be half as big again as Kincardine is being planned for the 
Lothians; this station will use coal from two large new collieries to 
be opened in the vicinity. A large new Lurgi gas plant is under con- 
struction at Westfield in Fife. The atomic energy station at Chapel- 
cross in the south of Scotland as well as producing plutonium is 
already making its contribution to the national grid and Hunterston 
on the Firth of Clyde will be making its contribution in 1963. In a few

years time Hunterston and Chapelcross will be supplying about a fifth 
of Scotland’s present consumption of electric power. The experi- 
mental breeder reactor at Dounreay in the north of Scotland will 
make no direct contsibution to the countiy’s electricity supply but 
the plants manufacturing fuel elements provide fuel for reactors at 
Harwell and overseas, 


Scottish firms both in the traditional and in the newer industries 
have participated in this programme of development, supplying 
materials, plant and equipment for the erection and operation of 
conventional, hydro-electric and atomic-power stations in Scotland 
and elsewhere. Twenty-eight Scottish based firms helped in the build- 
ing of Dounreay. One of these firms, Babcock & Wilcox have built 
in their Scottish works some of the largest boilers in the world. 
In the past few years they have helped also in the construction of an 
advanced gas-cooled reactor at Windscale, and have supplied much of 
the materials and plant for Hinkley Point Power Station. They are at 
present, apart from export orders, building the largest single furnace 
boiler in the world, valued at {54 million for a Doncaster Power 
Station and are supplying equipment valued at over £4 million for the 
second stage of Kincardine Power Station. Stewarts and Lloyds 
supplied 120 miles of steel tubes for the new gas grid which is beginning 
to cover the central industrial belt of Scotland replacing the smaller less 
efficient gas works. About a year ago this company formed a Pipework 
Engineering Division to co-ordinate the production of manipulated 
pipework. To provide the proper conditions in which components for 
the inside of nuclear power stations can be produced they adapted 
part of the company’s Tollcross Works into a Clean Conditions Shop 
in which the water intake tower structure for the nuclear power station 
at Dungeness is being constructed. G. & J. Weir whose large orders 
in the past year or two have included seawater distillation plants for 
Kuwait, Curacao, Guernsey and Aruba in the West Indies supplied 
10 electric feeders for Hinkley Point Power Station and Motherwell 
Bridge and Engineering Co. Ltd., are building the pressurized vessels 
for Hunterston Power Station. Other Scottish structural engineering 
firms who have helped to build power stations in recent years include 
Alexander Findlay & Co. Ltd., of Motherwell, who as a member of 
the Nuclear Power Plant Co. Ltd., are participating in a £10 million 
contract for the construction of a nuclear power station in Italy, as well 
as participating in the erection of stations in the United Kingdom. 


Engineering Industries’ Activities 

All this activity particularly in the heavy engineering and con- 
structional engineering industries has contributed to a high level of 
activity in Scotland’s traditional steel industry which in turn has 
called for great quantities of pig-iron and billets for rerolling. All 
available blast furnace capacity has been in use. One furnace at 
Colvilles Clyde Iron Works was restarted and a new furance started 
at the Gartsherrie Works of Bairds and Scottish Steel. Limited 
production ahead of schedule to overcome a shortage of billets was 
achieved at Colvilles Hallside Steel Works which were being re- 
constructed. The reconstruction of these works was started two years 
ago to facilitate the production of the special steels which were in 
growing demand for the vehicle industry, and the special steels 
produced at these works will be available for the B.M.C. and Rootes 
production in Scotland, as well as the steel strip from Ravenscraig. 


So, at last, an industrial complex is being built up in Scotland with 
the older industries helping the establishment of new industries and 
new industries helping the expansion of existing industries. A further 
example of this 1s the petro-chemical industry — another of the newer 
and expanding industries in Scotland. Every year new structures and 
flare stacks are added to the skyline at Grangemouth on the Firth of 
Forth. In the past 10 years, more than £20 million has been spent on 
enlarging the British Petroleum Co.’s refinery at Grangemounth 
which has a refining capacity of 3-2 million tons of crude oil annually. 
The current programme of expansion in the oil and chemical in- 
dustries began in 1959 when British Hydro Carbon Chemicals Ltd., 
brought into operation a plant for producing polyethylene and cumeno- 
phenol. They are now installing plant to double their previous output 
of ethylene and are building three major plants in which the present 
output of butidiene — used in the manufacture of synthetic rubber — 
will be produced as well as methanol and ethylene di-chloride. It is 
perhaps disappointing that more firms using these various raw ma- 
terials have not so far been attracted to the Grangemouth area, but the 
oil and petro-chemical industry in Scotland is already giving direct 
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employment to about 8,000 people and many more are employed 
directly. Orders placed by the industry help other Scottish industries. 
The largest tanker ever built on the Clyde carries crude oil for 
Grangemouth to Scotland’s first deep-water tanker terminal at 
Finnart on Loch Long in the Firth of Clyde, opened in 1959 to 
accommodate the giant tankers needed to carry oil in economic 
quantities. The oil is then piped across the breadth of Scotland. 

The prospects for Scottish industry are brighter than they have 
been for some time despite continuing uncertainties in some of the 
traditional heavy industries. Production and development in most 
industries is at a high level. Nevertheless unemployment in Scotland 
is still twice as high as for Great Britain as a whole and Scottish 
production lags behind that of the United Kingdom. The introduction 
of new industry helps to alleviate unemployment and by diversifying 
the industrial structure and providing growing points makes the 
economy stronger and more stable; but new industry alone is not 
sufficient. Much is being done to help the development of industry by 
improving the means of communications and the sources of power. 
The road system is being modernized, the road bridge over the 
Forth which is well under way will be soon followed by another over 
the Tay, the twin vehicular tunnel being built under the Clyde should 
improve considerably traffic flow in the Glasgow area, dieselization and 
electrification of many of the railways is well advanced and rail 
freight services to the South and Midlands have been greatly improved. 

The need for a healthy and vigorous economy based on expansion 
of existing industry as well as the introduction of new industry has 
long been recognized in Scotland. Constant interest in this subject 
manifests itself in many ways and it is much discussed. At the present 
time a Committee of Inquiry into the Scottish Economy set up by the 
Scottish Council with the support of the Government is making an 
exhaustive analysis of the influences affecting the Scottish Industrial 
scene. Much has already been done to increase industrial efficiency 
but there is no complacency and great efforts continue to be made to 
bring Scottish industry to the forefront. 


Sell More to Seattle 


REPRESENTATIVES of a State with a six billion dollar effective 
buying income, a 13-man mission from the Seattle (United States) 
Chamber of Commerce, visited London this week as guests of the 
Western Hemisphere Exports Council. 

Lord Rootes, chairman of WHEC, spoke of the great potential of 
Seattle for United Kingdom exporters, not only for direct sales but 
as the gateway to the hinterland of the State of Washington and the 
Pacific North West. He said that while the Council were primarily 
interested in exports, they also welcomed the development of two-way 
trade. 

Referring to the present serious imbalance of trade between the 
two countries Lord Rootes said that he hoped that the mission would 
tell their friends that it was important for us to sell more to the 
United States. 

Mr. Wheeler Grey, leader of the mission, gave a general picture of 
recent developments in Seattle as background tu a colour film showing 
the varied interests and activities of the area. Stressing its potentialities 
as a market for United Kingdom traders, he said that the population 
had increased by over 60 per cent. since 1940. He also underlined the 
value of direct shipments. Much of the merchandise shipped from the 
United Kingdom to eastern ports of the United States ‘had to find its 
weary way across the country’ to the west coast. Direct shipping was 
therefore advantageous to both sides. 

Both Lord Rootes and Mr. Wheeler Grey spoke of next year's 
international exposition at Seattle as am unusual opportunity for 
display in which it was expected that the United Kingdom would 
participate. The theme of the exhibition — the first ‘world’s fair’ to be 
held in the United States for 23 years — was to be ‘Man in the Space 
Age’ and more than 80 million dollars were being spent on the

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Economic Survey, 1961 


‘GROWTH AND COMPETITIVENESS cannot be separated’ says 
Economic Survey 1961, published by the Treasury on April 5. Linking 
this to Britain’s need for more exports, the Survey continues: ‘For a 
country in the international position of the United Kingdom, it is 
axiomatic that the growth of the economy must be interlocked with 
the growth of exports — otherwise the balance of payments situation is 
bound to frustrate growth and force a reversal of direction. Endeavours 
by Government and industry to foster the growth of the economy 
will succeed only if they are also designed to improve the country’s 
competitive power.’ 

Looking back over 1960, the Survey notes that the dangerous 
pressure of excess demand evident at the beginning of the year was 
checked by a series of restraining measures taken by the government. 
There was no rise in total industrial production in the last three 
quarters, though in several industries production continued to rise. 
There were some signs that the pressure of demand for labour was 
easing towards the end of the year, but these were mainly confined 
to the motor industry and others producing consumer durable goods, 
so that the main shortages (notably of skilled labour) hardly eased. 
During the year, civil employment rose and personal incomes (ex- 
pressed in purchasing power after tax) increased more than the 
average annual rate of increase in the post-war period. Savings 
(including the repayment of hire-purchase debt) rose; actual con- 
sumption fell slightly. The upward pressure on costs and prices was 
such that the Survey states: ‘If increases in pay continue to outstrip 
the rise in national productivity, the pressure on costs and prices will 
be intensified and ability to export will be impaired.’ 


The rise in imports throughout the year, together with a fall in 
exports after the first quarter, caused the balance of payments to 
worsen. The reserves rose, however, encouraged by the differential 
between interest rates in London and other financial centres. 


Looking ahead to the end of 1961, the Survey expects a further 
increase in consumers’ real income. Current and capital expenditure 
by governmental authorities is likely to rise, and a sharp rise is ex- 
pected in private investment — in manufacturing industry, distributive 
and service industries, and housing. The rate of stockbuilding will 
probably fall, and “The increase foreseen in consumption and in- 
vestment should be sufficiently large to cause a significant increase in 
total domestic output in 1961; but the size of this increase will depend 
also on the level of exports and the extent to which total demand is 
met by imports during the year.’ 

Britain’s ability to increase exports depends to a great extent on 
world conditions. In 1960, world industrial production as a whole 
ceased to rise, and the rise in the value of world trade levelled off. In 
1961 the economies of Western Europe (including the United Kingdom) 
and Japan will probably expand, and it is reasonable to expect some 
recovery in North America. Hence, world industrial production should 
expand; but imports by countries mainly dependent on the exports of 
primary products may decline. The expansion of world trade could be 
threatened by the imbalance in world payments, and concerted action by 
both surplus and debtor countries is necessary to deal with this. 
On the United Kingdom outlook, the Survey says: ‘United Kingdom 
exports may be expected to benefit from any expansion of world trade, 
but only if they are competitive in price and delivery, and if salesman- 
ship is sufficiently vigorous.’ 

In a discussion of the balance of the economy and the prospect 
for long-term growth, the most important factor is the rate of growth 
of total output per head, and that with the present high level 
of industrial investment the capacity for growth is still increasing: 
‘It is the Government’s policy to encourage this growth. The com- 
mitment to maintain full employment is an important contribution to 
this end. It gives an assurance both to capital and to labour that periods 
of industrial recession and heavy unemployment, such as discouraged 
capital development in many industries before the war, will not be 
allowed to recur. Some elements in demand are liable to fluctuate 
considerably from time to time — above all, exports, fixed investment 
and investment in stocks. Changes in these could produce serious 
instability, and the Government are therefore obliged from time to 
time to influence the level of dernand either upwards or downwards.’ 


The Survey also points out that if the balance of payments were to 
deteriorate continuously because of excessive internal demand, the 
results in the end would be far more damaging to the country, and at 
the same time to business confidence and to industrial development, 
than if moderate action were taken in good time: “The Government

do not believe that running the economy with greater pressure of 
demand than at present would in fact increase a sustainable rate of 
growth. . . . The Government believe that the measures taken in 
recent years to influence the level of demand have made conditions 
more and not less stable than they would otherwise have been.’ 


Attention is drawn to the high level of industrial investment 
following the introduction of investment allowances. This, and the 
Government’s employment policy, ‘have created two of the conditions 
necessary for sustained growth.’ Much will also depend, however, 
on the determination of industry in meeting changes in demand, 
extending training, planning imvestment, and reducing costs: ‘It 
will not be possible to expand production, increase exports, and 
maintain full employment, without the fullest co-operation of em- 
ployers and workers individually and collectively in the introduction of 
new plant and methods, and in ensuring that increases in incomes are 
not such as to raise the general level of costs. Indeed, important 
factors are the ability and willingness of both sides of industry to 
reduce costs and to share with consumers, in the form of lower prices, 
part of the fruit of increased productivity’.

A Night Off with the Supervising 
Electrical Engineers 


by a Special Correspondent 


THE THING THAT ALWAYS impresses me enormously about large 
hotel gatherings is the more or less invisible organization that most of 
us as guests take for granted. My thoughts turned in this direction as 
I stood for a moment on the balcony in the Great Room at Grosvenor 
House last Friday. From the bar came the muted thunder of the 1,300 
members and guests of the Association of Supervising Electrical 
Engineers warming up for their annual dinner. Below the balcony 
were the lines and clusters of tables — a far-ranging field, white with 
napery, glittering glass and the cool touch of spring flowers. 

I suppose that when representatives of an industry like this get 
together they have a right to expect that everything will run with the 
smooth and silent precision of one of their own dynamos. Of course, 
it did; but I could not help thinking of the deft planning that had gone 
to the disposition of the high-table, and that would also ensure that 
nearly 1,300 participants would all be installed in their particular 
places within a few minutes. 

Perhaps because I had recently been reading a book about the 
vanished but imperfect glories of Versailles, | became the more 
lyrical about our own mod. cons. I hinted to my host of the rigours 
that lay behind that royal facade — of how the great apartments were so 
cold that the king’s wine sometimes froze on his table and that even in 
the diminutive country house of the Petit Trianon the kitchens were 
in a separate block over a hundred yards away from the small dining 
room. He was quick to jump in with a strong selling point: ‘Ah, but 
you see they hadn’t got electricity in those days,’ he said. 

Well, we naturally had some pretty high-powered references to it 
during the speeches: Lord Coleraine, as chief guest, to remind us 
that one of the domestic advantages of this third-largest exporting 
industry was that it was taking a great deal of drudgery out of modern 
civilization by providing slave-machines to do much of the work; 
Mr. G. G. Kitchener, chairman of the association, to put in a plea 
that the training of craftsmen and apprentices should be on the same 
level as that provided for scientists and technicians; Sir Josiah Eccles, 
immediate past-president, to recall that the association’s spokesman was 
representing them that night at the Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology's centenary celebrations at which the Prime Minister 
was the guest of honour. 

At the long high-table, raised two steps above the level of the main 
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dining hall, an impressive row of industrial and civic leaders, high- 
ranking civil servants and officials of trade organizations wi 

important home and overseas links of an association that regards itself 
as standing midway in the electrical profession — ‘between the long- 
haired ones and the crew-cuts.’ One of the speakers mentioned the 
association’s successful exhibition held last month at Earl's Court. 
I was reminded of its world-wide character by recalling that at one 
point the director’s office had coped with seven Chinese, eighteen 
Russian and a dozen French and, Italian visitors simultaneously. 

As I glanced again at the invitation card | saw that the Grosvenor 
House function was a reunion as well as a dinner. This perhaps 
explained the curious variations in the size of the table parties — 
eights, nines and tens, upwards to one of 34. It certainly explained 
the dynamo hum inevitable when nearly 1,300 business men with 
common interests meet in relaxed conditions away from the office. 

The murmur almost trembled into song when it became known that 
Sir Hamish D. MacLaren, president of the Institution of Electrical 
Engineers, was celebrating his birthday. And later, it burst into what 
seemed to be deep and full-throated appreciation when Sir Robert 
Fraser, director-general of I.T.A., quoted this parable (I forget the 
exact context): 

In Luton it was Lily, 

In Nelson it was Nell, 

In Dundee it was Dora, 

In Bognor it was Belle, 

In Morecambe it was Mary, 
The best of all the bunch, 

— But down in the expenses 
It was petrol, oil and lunch. 


The A.S.E.E. gathering always starts early - 6 p.m. for 6.30 — to 
give members opportunity to circulate when the more formal toasts 
have been honoured. We were all so friendly that two senior Services 
representatives who were my immediate neighbours only beamed 
benevolently when the wine began to travel round our table against the 
sun. 

As I came away I passed a pleasant group of fourteen at an angle of 
the balcony. Their drinks were amber or black in tall glasses, though a 
few had stem-glasses containing something the colour of cold tea. 
I doubt that it was tea, as I also doubted whether the laugh that went 
up just then had anything to do with balance of payments problems. 
But as I went down the stairs I felt that if I belonged to an industry 
with an annual export contribution of nearly £300 million I should feel 
entitled to the odd night off with my friends. If only to recharge the 
batteries, so to speak!

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Wholesale Prices Higher in March 


MATERIALS PURCHASED by manufacturing industry were slightly 


dearer on average last month; prices of construction materials in- 
creased rather more. Higher prices for most of the important basic 
commodities have contributed to the increases in the provisional 
index numbers for March shown in table I. A relatively large price 
rise for one class of product — newspapers and periodicals — was 


influential in raising the general price level of all manufactured 
products. 


The small increase in the price index for basic materials and fuel 
used in manufacturing industry reflects higher prices of rubber, 
ground-nuts, hides and skins, raw cotton, jute and wool, non-ferrous 


metals and vegetable oils. The effect of these price increases was 
partly offset, however, by lower costs of materials used in food 
manufacture. In the food industries, vegetable and marine oils were 
dearer but, on the whole, import prices remained steady and the index 
was lowered by a further fall in the prices of bacon-factory pigs and 
a seasonal decline in the cost of milk for manufacturing purposes. 
The fuel index. has been revised from April 1960. An improved 
method of calculating the price index of gas used by industrial 
consumers will enable tariff changes to be taken into account more 
effectively than before.

electrical engineering industries reflect the rise in the price of rubber 
and non-ferrous metals. The further increase in the index for textile 
materials is, of course, due to the continued rise in raw jute, cotton 
and wool prices. 

The provisional price index for all manufactured products sold 
on the home market shows a rise of 0-4 per cent. between February 
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and March. Much of this rise is to be attributed to the recent increases 
in newspaper prices which were on average 15 per cent. higher. 
Industry selling prices of non-ferrous metal products, other metal 
manufactures, rayon fabric, canvas goods and made-up clothing 


were also higher, but food products were, on average, slightly lower 
in price.

Notes on Index Numbers of Wholesale Prices — 1954 = 


(1) The index numbers are calculated from the price movements of 
some 7,000 closely defined materials and products representative of 
goods purchased and manufactured by United Kingdom industry. 
The index for an individual commodity is its current home market 
price expressed as a percentage of its annual average home market 
price in 1954. In compiling indices for groups of commodities these 
percentages are combined in proportion to the value of purchases or 
sales of the individual commodities in 1954. The proportions have been 
derived from the Census of Production, short-term statistics of 
production, the Trade and Navigation Accounts, information supplied 
by trade associations and from various other sources. 

(2) Commodity price index numbers are combined into the index 
numbers of materials purchased by and output of broad sectors of 
industry in Tables 1 and 2. Net weights are used to combine the 
commodity index numbers into sector indices; that is, the sector 
indices exclude sales by one undertaking to another within the same 
sector. The indices of materials purchased by industry include 
imported materials, and where it is possible to do so the indices of 
output of broad sectors of industry take account of the movement in 
export prices. Information about export prices is less reliable than 
information about home market prices, and hence the sector indices 
of total sales including exports are less reliable than the indices of 
home market sales. 

(3) Commodity indices covering United Kingdom manufactures 
in general relate to a ‘principal product’ (or a group of principal 
products) of an industry as defined in the Census of Production; the 
weights used in compiling the indices include the value of sales of 
the principal products of an industry by undertakings classified to 
other Census industries. For each of the sectors of industry for which 
indices are published in ‘Table 2, sales of principal products cor- 
respond very closely to total sales of the sector. 

(4) In determining the weights used in calculating indices which 
combine the price moyements of several materials or products, the 
value of goods for’which no price series are available is imputed to

price series which may be expected to move similarly. 

(5) As far as possible ‘delivered’ prices are used in compiling the 
indices of materials purchased by industry; ‘ex-works’ prices are 
used in compiling the indices of commodities produced in the United 
Kingdom, unless it is the normal custom of the trade to deliver, in 
which case ‘delivered’ prices are used. The prices are exclusive of 
purchase tax, but include any subsidy paid to or duty paid by the 
producer. 

(6) Where the price for an item ceases to be available and the item 
is replaced by a substitute, an adjustment is made to maintain 
comparability. 

(7) To facilitate further calculation the indices are given to one 
decimal place in most cases, but small month to month movements 
have little significance. Indices for which full information has not 
been received are shown with an asterisk to indicate that they are 
provisional. Commodity index numbers are revised to take account 
of errors or very late notification of price changes, but unless these 
revisions are exceptionally important they are not carried through to 
the a of purchases and output of sectors of industries in Tables 
1 and 2. 

(8) The series of wholesale price index numbers based on 1954 = 
100 was introduced in the Board of Trade Journal on March 21, 1958; 
previously the index numbers were based on June 30, 1949 = 100. 
In February 1959, the index numbers were revised in accordance with 
the Standard Industrial Classification 1958 (see Board of Trade 
Journal, February 13, 1959). In particular, the index numbers relating 
to materials used in and output of manufacturing industry were 


' extended to include industries making fuel, food and tobacco products, 


and the index numbers relating to materials used in broad sectors of 
industry were extended to include fuels used. 

(9) Details of the constituent items and weights used in the con- 
struction of the index numbers in Tables 1 and 2 may be obtained on 


application. 
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Retail Sales at High Level in February 


FINAL CALCULATIONS show that while retail sales were fairly 
buoyant in February they did not quite reach the high level provision- 
ally estimated, and allowing for seasonal variations the value of sales 
was only slightly above the average of recent months. Sales by 
clothing and footwear shops were particularly high but the recovery 


during the previous month or so in trade by durable goods shops did 
not continue. 


The seasonally adjusted index of the value of total sales, although 
slightly higher than in January, was, as a whole number, 112 (against 
113 provisionally estimated), the same as in January and the average 
of the Snel quarter of last year. The percentage change on a year 
earlier was 3 per cent., against 1 per cent. in January, and was also the 

same as the average for the final quarter of 1960. Prices in February in

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the field covered by the retail trade statistics are estimated to have 
been about 1 per cent. higher than a year earlier, so that there was an 
mcrease of about 2 per cent. in the volume of trade; in January most 
of the increase in the value of sales was accounted for by higher prices. 


Durable Goods Shops 


‘Total sales by durable goods shops were 9 per cent. lower than a 
year earlier compared with 8 per cent. in January (and 12 per cent. 
during the fourth quarter of last year) and thus did no more than about 
maintain the recovery during that month. Sales by furniture shops 
and by other durable goods shops* (at 6 per cent. and 13 per cent. 
lower respectively than a year earlier) both showed decreases 1 per 
cent. larger than those in January. Multiple furniture shops, however, 
showed the smallest decrease on a year earlier since June of last year 
(21 per cent. compared with 28 per cent. in January), although inde- 
pendent furniture shops showed a slight decrease compared with a 


small increase in January. Prices of durable goods were nearly 2 per 
cent. higher than a year earlier. 


Clothing and Footwear Shops 


Trading by clothing and footwear shops was brisk and sales by the 
groups as a whole were 7 per cent. above a year earlier compared with 
3 per cent. in January, and 8 per cent. during the final quarter of last 
year. Each of the three types of shops in the group did better than in 


* The group comprising radio and electrical goods shops, radio and cycle shops, and 
electricity and gas showrocms. 


January but the largest change compared with that month was by 
footwear shops which showed an increase of 9 per cent. on a year 
earlier (about the same as that during the final quarter of last year) 
after the temporary set-back in January when they showed no change 
on a year earlier. Prices of clothing and footwear were about 1} per 
cent. higher than a year earlier. 


Food Shops 


Sales by food shops in February were 3 per cent. higher than a year 
earlier and thus settled down again to the average increase of recent 
months after the small increase in January (1 per cent.) and the large 
increase in December (5 per cent.). Most types of food shops did 
rather better than in January, but greengrocers did particularly well 
with an increase of 5 per cent.; during most of the months since the 
middle of last year greengrocers had shown lower sales than a year 
earlier. Prices of food in total were, as in January, at about the same 
level as a year earlier; at the end of 1960 they were about half a point 
lower than a year earlier.

Kind of Business Statistics 


(i) These statistics are based on returns from independent retailers 
(organizations, other than co-operative societies and general depart- 
ment stores, with one to nine branches), multiple retailers (organiza- 
tions, other than co-operative societies and general department 
stores, with 10 or more branches), retail co-operative societies and 
general department stores. 


For independent retailers, multiple retailers and general department 
stores the figures are based on the total sales, of all types of goods, by 
each shop and therefore represent the trend of sales in specified 
kinds of business. Co-operative societies report their sales on a 
departmental basis and a department’s sales are assigned to the most 
closely corresponding kind of business heading. 


Multiple retailers and co-operative societies report sales for all 
branches open in the sales period, so that, in respect of these two 
forms of organizations, the statistics take account of changes in the 
number of shops, e.g. the opening of new shops or the closing or 
disposal of existing shops. In the case of independent retailers and 
general department stores, however, sales are generally reported 
for individual establishments and no reliable measures of change in 
the number of shops is available on the basis of which an adjustment 
might be made. 

(iv) A description of the series, based on 1957 == 100, was given in the 
Board of Trade Journal of February 10, 1961. 


Department Stores — supplementary analyses by departments 


(i) These supplementary statistics are derived from returns of sales 
dissected into commodity groups made by general departmental stores 
and also some large independent drapers and Racaduers shops.

Footnotes to Tables 


(a) The periods covered by the index numbers consist of either four or 
five weeks, each quarter being divided into three ‘monthly’ periods of four, 
four and five weeks respectively. The period covered by February 1961 
sales was the four weeks from January 29 to February 25; the corresponding 
period in 1960 was from January 31 to February 27. As the figures are based 
on the value of sales, they are affected by price movements including 
changes in purchase tax.

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Further Recovery in H.P. Business of Finance Houses in February 


Fresruary, the first full month since the relaxation of hire-purchase 
controls on January 20, saw no further recovery in sales on credit by 
household goeds shops, the value of which remained over one-fifth 
below the corresponding period of 1960 when credit sales were un- 
controlled. The new business of finance houses, however, was only 
just over one-tenth less than a year earlier, compared with one-fifth 
less in January. 

Total debt outstanding to household goods shops and finance 
houses fell by a further £6 million in February to £922 million. The 
whole of this decline took place in the debt owing to shops, the debt 
owing to finance houses remaining unchanged at £607 million, the 
same total as at the end of January. 


Household Goods Shops 


Sales on credit by household goods shops showed some seasonal 
decline in February and as this was of much the same proportions as 
experienced in 1960, despite the extension of the statutory maximum 
repayment terms to three years from January 20 for those goods for 
which since April 1960 it had been two years, sales continued at over 
20 per cent. less in 1960. Within the total, only the household goods 
departments of department stores recorded a significantly more 
favourable trend. Here, although February sales were well down 
compared with the previous month, the decline was smaller than last 
year and sales in February were 3 per cent. up on February 1960.

In January they were 5 per cent. down and in December 23 per 
cent. lower. 

Credit sales by furniture and furnishing shops in February were 
20 per cent. lower than in the corresponding period of 1960 (the 
January figures was 21 per cent.) while for hardwear, radio and 
electrical goods shops, with which are included gas and electricity 
showrooms, the corresponding figure was 27 per cent., the same as in 
January. 


Finance Houses 


Total new credit extended by finance houses in February was only 
11 per cent. less than in the previous February. The December and 
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January totals were 33 and 20 per cent. less, respectively, than the 
corresponding figures a year earlier. Reflecting the extension of the 
repayment terms, new credit advanced on new private cars was only 
5 per cent. less than in February 1960, against a fall of 38 per cent. 
recorded in January. 


For used cars, the major item in finance house business, the Feb- 
ruary figure was only 7 per cent. less than a year earlier, against 
18 per cent. in January. New business on motor cycles did not show 
such a strong recovery, credit advanced in February being 19 per cent. 
less than a year ago; in January it was 29 per cent. lower than in 
January, 1960.

Notes on the Statistics 


The statistics in this article are derived from monthly returns 
made to the Board of Trade by two types of contributor — household 
goods shops and finance houses. The household goods shops give 
the value of the goods sold on credit, which includes the initial 
deposits or down payments as well as the credit extended, i.e., the 
balance of the cash price together with the credit charges, during 
the period. From these figures the index numbers of credit sales 
per week given in table 2 are derived. These figures include all house- 
hold goods sold on credit by the retailers concerned, whether they 
themselves finance the credit extended or whether this is financed by 
another organization, for example a finance house. The contributors 
comprise electricity and gas showrooms, co-operative societies, 
department stores and multiple and independent retailers. Clothing 
shops, mail order houses and credit traders calling on customers for 
orders are not included. 


The contributing finance houses, on the other hand, send in 


figures of the value of new credit extended during the month. Down 
payments on the articles are not included. These figures form the 


basis of table 4. In so far as goods sold by the household goods shops, 
whose credit sales comprise table 2, are financed by direct agreements 
made between a finance house and the buyer, the new credit extended 
would also figure in table 4, as well as being part of the value of sales 
covered by table 2. 


Both types of contributor also return monthly totals of instalments 
outstanding to them at the end of each period. These figures are 
brought together in table 1. The estimates of debt owed direct to 
household goods shops relate to agreements entered into between 
customers and retailers. These estimates include the amounts out- 
standing on agreements which are subsequently discounted by finance 
houses. The debt outstanding on agreements made direct between 
finance houses and retail customers is, however, excluded from the 
debt owed to shops and included in the total of instalments owed 
to finance houses. This total does not include the amounts which 
have been discounted with finance houses. Included with finance 
houses are some manufacturers who finance credit sales of their own 
products.

year ago but clearances generally showed little change in tonnage. 
From Northern Europe entrances with cargo rose by 2,372 thousand 
net tons, an increase of 12 per cent. over 1959, while clearances to this 
area rose by 1,338 thousand net tons, an increase of 8 per cent. From 
East Africa, Persian Gulf and India entrances with cargo rose by 1,969 
thousand net tons, a 14 per cent. increase over 1959 but clearances 
with cargo remained about the same as a year ago. 


TABLE 4 
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An increase of 1,059 thousand net tons was recorded for vessels 
arriving with cargo at the port of London but departures with cargo 
were 426 thousand net tons lower than a year ago. At Liverpool the 
net tonnage of arrivals and departures with cargo increased by 1,304 
thousand, whilst at Glasgow a rise of 1,012 thousand tons was recorded. 

There was a small increase in the total net tonnage of coasting trade 
arrivals and departures with cargo compared with 1959.

(2) Cargo figures relate to vessels which load or unload merchandise, 
bullion, specie or mail, except those loading or unloading only Government 
stores, bunkers or ships’ stores. 

(3) Ballast figures relate to all vessels other than those defined in (2) and 
include vessels loading or unloading only Government stores, bunkers, 
ships’ stores or passengers. 

(4) Vessels in the foreign trade, calling during the course of a single 
voyage at more than one port of the United Kingdom, are recorded as 
entered and cleared at one port only, but as arrived and departed at each 
port. 


FBI Scientific Equipment Sharing Scheme 


A SCHEME for sharing scientific equipment between industrial 
companies in South-East England has recently been announced by 
the Federation of British Industries, London and South Eastern 
Region. It is believed to be the first arrangement of its kind in 
England and Wales if not in the United Kingdom. 


A large proportion of the 126 industrial firms represented in the 
Region’s Research Directors’ Discussion Group have submitted 
two lists of items of equipment — one of items they are prepared to 
make available to other companies; the other of equipment to which 
they would like to have access. These lists are now being circulated 
to all members of the Group with the suggestion that offerers and 
seekers should get in direct contact. It is hoped that other companies 
will be moved to participate as a result of this initial circularisation. 
The idea arose from a suggestion made by a member of the group.

Mr. Maudling opened the company’s 
rebuilt foundry which increases the firm's roll-production capacity by 
2,500 tons a year. Their established output has resulted in approxi- 
mately 30 per cent. export business, and it is also hoped to maintain 
this proportion on the increased output. 


Asphalt Plant for Malaya 


Goodwin Barsby & Co. Ltd., Leicester, have won a £35,000 
contract through the Crown Agents for Oversea Governments, to 
supply a 60 tons/hour asphalt plant to the Malayan Public Works 
Department. The plant, the first of its kind to be supplied to Malaya, 
will be a permanent installation at Lunchoo Central quarry, near the 
southern coast of Johore, for the bituminous coating of granite 
produced there for road construction and repair, and was obtained 
with the help of Aveling-Barford Group distributors, Malayan 
Development Machinery Ltd., of Kuala Lumpur. 


Knitwear for United States 


Exquisite Knitwear Ltd., a subsidiary of Susan Small, of London, 
report a U.S. order for 400,000 yards of jersey cloth worth 
about $1°6 million. Exquisite recently added three new knitting 
machines costing a total of £20,000 to its former capacity of 27 
machines — enabling the production of over 60 different patterns and 
styles of knitted fabrics. David Barnes Ltd., another Susan Small 
subsidiary have received an order worth well over $250,000 from the 
United States for double-knit jersey suits and dresses, following a 
visit to the United States by Mr. David Barnes and the firm’s sales 
director. ‘This is said to be the company’s first dollar export contract. 
Delivery starts in May for the autumn selling season. 


Radar Equipment for France 


Marconi’s Wireless Telegraph Co. Ltd., have received an order 
from the Centre d’Essais en Vol at Istres, France, for the supply 
and installation of a Marconi type $232/2 crystal-controlled 50 kW. 
50 cm. radar. This is in the nature of a repeat order, as an S232 has 
been in use at another Centre d’Essais en Vol airfield at Bretigny 
for some few years past. The organization is the French counterpart 
of Britain’s Royal Aircraft Establishment. The new order was obtained 
through SIEDMA, Marconi’s aeronautical agents in France. 


Bus Chassis for South Africa and Portugal 


The Municipality of Bloemfontein has placed a further order with 
A.E.C. Ltd., for 15 ‘Regal’ Mark IV passenger chassis, of which 
there are hundreds already in operation throughout South Africa. 
The new vehicles, which will go into service as single-deck city buses, 
will be fitted with 36 ft. long locally-built bodies designed to ac- 
commodate 62 seated passengers and 17 standees. Power will be sup- 
plied by the standard A.E.C. 11-3 litre engine transmitted through a 


six speed overdrive gearbox. The same firm has also received a series 
of orders from their distributors in Portugal, E. Pinto Basto & Ca.Lda. 
of Lisbon and sub-distributors, Uniao de Transportadores para 
Importacao e Comercio, Lda. They have called for a total of 14 
goods chassis ranging from A.E.C.’s lightest product, the 14 tons gross 
‘Monarch’ to heavyweight ‘Mandator’ and ‘Mammoth Major’ 
six-wheel models. 


First Tannery for Libya 


Cory Brothers & Co. Ltd., Cardiff, have, through their Associates, 
Cory Brothers & Company (Libya) Ltd., secured an order from the 
Administration of Tripolitania, Libya, for machinery and equipment 
for a pilot tannery, which is to be set up in Tripoli. The value of the 
machinery and equipment is in the region of £10,000 and the manu- 
facturers are G. L. Murphy Ltd., of Menston, near Leeds. Hitherto, 
Libya has been obliged to export annually undressed hides and skins 
to a value of £250,000, mainly to Italy, and it is expected that when 
the modern tannery is in production, semi-tanned and pickled 
products will then be available for exportation abroad. In addition, 
the tannery will produce chrome leather suitable for the uppers of 
boots and shoes, which will avoid the necessity of importing such a 
quality, as previously only leather suitable for soles was being made 
locally. 


Overseas Orders for Insecticidal Paint 


Nearly 1,000 gallons of Lakil Insecticidal paint, a product of 
J]. Manger & Son, of London, have been ordered by overseas countries 
so far this year. An order for 500 gallons, secured in the face of keen 
competition, is for general distribution by Chop Teck Seng, Importers 
and Exporters, of Singapore. A batch of 200 gallons for Levant Ali 
Houses Ltd., of Beirut, will be distributed from Damascus, and a 
further 250 gallons for the Savoy Hotel, Rome, will be used for 
interior decoration purposes. Lakil is a gloss enamel paint which 
contains two powerful residual insecticides, either of which is said 
to be sufficient to kill almost any variety of insect. It is applied in 
exactly the same manner as ordinary paint. 


Marine Engine Test Plant for Yugoslavia 


Sulzer Brothers, marine diesel engine builders of Wintherthur, 
Switzerland, acting on behalf of their Yugoslav licencees, have 
placed an order with Heenan & Froude Ltd., of Worcester, for 
a special Froude FA 16 dynamometer, capable of absorbing and 
measuring up to 20,000 b.h.p. at speeds up to 225 r.p.m. The dynamo- 
meter, the second of its kind to be orderd for the Yugoslav marine 
engine industry in recent months, is to be installed at the 3 May 
factory at Rijeka, on the Adriatic coast. 


Clearing Presses for Australia 


An order in excess of £650,000 has been obtained from General 
Motors-Holden’s of Australia, by Clearing division of U.S. Industries 
Inc. (Great Britain) Ltd., of London. Three large double action 
presses, to a total value in excess of £250,000 sterling, will be manu- 
factured in England under the normal manufacturing arrangements 
with Vickers-Armstrongs (Engineers) Ltd., at Newcastle. 


Equipment for Kuwait International Airport 


William Bain & Co. Ltd., of Coatbridge and London, announced 
recently that they have supplied over 33,500 metres of 10 ft. high 
galvanized chain link fencing and galvanized mild steel barbed wire 
for the Kuwait International Airport, Arabian Gulf. The value of 
this contract is over £25,000. The consulting engineers are Frederick 
S. Snow & Partners. 


Flour Mill for the Philippines 


A contract valued at almost 1} million dollars for a new flour mill 
in the Philippines has been placed with Thomas Robinson & Son 
Ltd., of Rochdale. The new mill is for the Central Philippine Milling 
Corporation and will be sited at Iligan, near to Cebu City. It will 
have a capacity of 240 tons per 24 hours and pneumatic conveying 
will be used throughout.

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Questions in Parliament 


Below is a selection of questions of interest to industry asked and 
answered in Parliament. 


Tuesday April 11 


Hong Kong Cotton Pact 


Mr. Reginald Maudling, President of the Board of Trade was asked 
what official discussions had taken place with the Hong Kong Cotton 
Employers’ Association to terminate the United Kingdom-Hong 
Kong three-year cotton pact, by which imports from Hong Kong 
to the United Kingdom are limited. 

In reply, Mr. Niall Macpherson, Parliamentary Secretary, Board 
of Trade, said that the voluntary undertaking by the Hong Kong 
industry expired in February 1962, and he was not aware that any 
discussions for its termination had taken place. The Lancashire 
industry had expressed the view the unlimited duty-free imports 
would do grave damage and drastically reduce re-equipment. Lord 
Rochdale, the Chairman of the Cotton Board, was in close touch 
with the President on this as on other matters affecting the cotton 
industry. ‘The Government fully recognized the great importance 
of this matter both to Lancashire and the Commonwealth countries 
concerned. 


Defective Metal Yarns in Continental Textiles 


A member said that continental garments and piece-goods con- 
taining defective metallic yarns were now being sold in this country 
and asked for legislation to ensure that in future imported articles of 
this kind bore labels indicating their limitations, particularly with 
regard to after-care. 


Mr. Macpherson said the President had seen reports of the difficulty 
mentioned, but the Committee on Consumer Protection were con- 


sidering informative labelling, and he could not contemplate legislation 
on a particular case in advance of their general advice. 


Identical Tenders 


The President was asked whether he was aware that tenders 
received by the council of Stoke-on-Trent for cement, macadam 
and electric lamps were often identical in price; and whether in view 
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of this further evidence of monopoly practice, he would refer these 
matters to the Monopolies Commission. 


Mr. Macpherson said that the information which the member had 
supplied showed that tenders recently received by the Council for 
these goods were identical in some mtatil g but not in all. Agreements 
between manufacturers of cement and macadam which might result 
in identical tendering were matters for the Restrictive Practices 
Court, and the Court had recently found an agreement on cement to 
be consistent with the public interest. As regards electric lamps, the 
President did not consider that the information provided by the 
member showed that there was either an agreement or a monopoly. 


Government-Owned Factory in Sunderland 


In reply to a question about a Government-owned factory in 
Sunderland, Mr. Macpherson said that the Board of Trade were at 
present negotiating with a prospective tenant for this factory, which 
had been vacant since May 1960, and there was a good prospect that 
it would soon be re-let. 


Answering a further question he said that eight Board of Trade 
factories were vacant in the North Region, of which only that at 
Sunderland was in a development district.

HE 50TH RAND EASTER Show was held 
"| froen March 21 to April 3 in the Wit- 
watersrand Agricultural Society’s per- 
manent showgrounds at Johannesburg. This 
annual event, which began solely as an 
agricultural show, has since the war developed 
into the largest and by far the most important 
industrial and commercial exhibition in 
southern Africa. A leading feature of this 
post-war development has been the inter- 
national section where several of the main 
exporters to South Africa have permanent 
National Pavilions. In 1961, in addition to 
the United Kingdom, the following countries 
exhibited: Austria, Belgium, Finland, France, 
Israel, Italy, Netherlands, Rhodesia & Nyasa- 
land, Switzerland, Western Germany. 
The United Kingdom supplies almost a 
third of South Africa’s imports, and the range 
of products involved is far too extensive to be covered in any one 
year. Each year, therefore, the Pavilion is devoted to a different facet 


of United Kingdom industry. In 1959, the inaugural year, the theme 
was atomic energy and in 1960, textiles. Both of these displays aroused 
widespread interest and were well attended; both were awarded Gold 
Medals in the class for National Pavilions. This year’s theme was 
transport; and the display scored a great success and the United 


Kingdom Pavilion won another Gold Medal; one of the four awarded 
in this class. 


The Display 


Organization of the display this year was on different lines from 
previous years. ‘che participants were the main trade associations 
and organizations concerned with producing equipment for road, rail, 
air and sea transport, together with shipping companies and the Air 
‘Transport Corporations. The contents of the display were organized 
in London by the Export Publicity and Fairs Branch of the Board >7f 
Trade, in conjuction with the participating organizations. The layout 
of the display was designed by the Central Office of Information, who 
were also responsible for mounting the exhibition. 


The design took the maximum advantage of the large unobstructed 
central space where the exhibits were laid out so that the visitors 
after passing the enquiry desk followed a circular route through the 
locomotive, motor vehicle and aircraft sections, up a ramp to the 
shipping and air travel sections, through the display of motor cycles 
and finally past an attractive display of the British Travel Association 
posters to the upper exit. 


The central feature of the display, on a revolving turntable, in the 
middle of the ground floor, was a Rolls Royce Silver Cloud II Saloon 
which had been selected by the Society of Motor Manufactures and 
Traders as the sole representative of the British motor vehicle industry. 

The fact that such cars cannot, at present, be imported into the Union 
increased rather than diminished attraction to the visitors. 

The importation of all cars: built up: whether new or used: of a f.o.b. 
cost exceeding {£800 when new is prohibited under the South African 
Import Control Regulations from all sources. This control was imposed 
in May 1958: for balance of payments reasons and has not been rescinded. 

The rail transport section organized by the Locomotive and Allied 
Manufacturers Association included both full scale products and many

working models. At the entrance a battery-operated mine locomotive 
was driven along a specially installed track; opposite was a rail-car 
diesel engine; and beyond, the control units for an electric train which 
operated visibly and audibly in response to the “‘driver’’; there were 
also a press-button demonstration of the new safety system of traffic 
control used by British Railways, and several working sectional models 
of diesel and electric locomotives. Another full scale product was a 
five-ton traction motor for electric locomotives for the South African 
railways. In addition there were exellent models and photographs of 
British locomotives operating in Africa and other parts of the world. 


On leaving the locomotive section visitors had their first view of the 
Rolls Royce as they passed photographs and colour transparencies of 
a wide range of British cars which made up the rest of the display by 
the Society of Motor Manufacturers and ‘l1aders. 


The route then led through the display of the Society of British 
Aircraft Constructors which covered the whole range of passenger and 
freight carrying planes, helicopters and vertical take-off planes. A 
centre of attraction was a magnificent display of models of passenger 
planes, including some being built to come into service several years 
hence. The other features of this section that drew admiration from 
laymen and experts alike were the full scale turbo-jet engines, mounted 
and illuminated so that the working movements of these incredibly 
complicated machines were easily seen. 


The visitors then ascended the ramp to the upper floor, where the 
Union Castle Mail Steamship Company Limited exhibited a 22 ft. 
detailed model of their latest mailship, the ‘“Windsor Castle’’, a model 
of a freighter and a large scale replica of a luxury suite. A B.O.A.C. 
exhibit depicted by diagrams, models and photographs the difference 
in air travel between Johannesburg and London in 1932 and 1961. 
The B.E.A. exhibit included illuminated coloured photographs of 
European capitals, among which the photograph of St. Paul’s and 
the new office buildings in the City drew special attention. Motor 
cycles, bicycles and scooters exhibited by the British Cycle and Motor 
Cycle Industries Association were of particular interest to the younger 
generation and a display of “‘Punch’”’ cartoons on transport was 
appreciated by visitors of all ages. A photographic section depicting 
British achievements in transport and a ‘Visit Britain’ display by the 
British Tourist and Holidays Association completed the show. 


Throughout the period of the exhibition, short film shows were

given hourly in the Pavilion cinema (which seated 120) by the United 
Kingdom Information Services. These shows, which featured films 
on various aspects of British transport, were well attended. 


Supporting Action 

Partly owing to the nature of the display and partly because of 
organisational changes, the supporting action was somewhat different 
from previous years. The representatives of the national pavilions 
had agreed that, apart from: nations exhibiting for the first time, there 
would be no separate official opening ceremonies but that they 
would co-operate in a combined opening ceremony, held in the South 
African Pavilion, at which Dr. Diederichs, the Union Minister of 
Commerce, spoke. 


The British Manufacturers and Representatives’ Association, as 
usual, co-operated wholeheartedly with the Trade Commission 
Office in arranging and co-ordinating various kinds of supporting 
activity. A co-ordinating committee consisting of the local re- 
presentatives of the exhibitors was set up which, among other things, 
organised a trade preview party which was given in the Pavilion 
and was attended by almost 300 leading representatives of transport 
in South Africa. This provided a most useful occasion for the 
exhibitors to entertain their more important potential customers. 
In view of the technical nature of the exhibition, each of the separate 
organisations represented had its own information stand and through 
the co-ordinating committee arrangements were made so that these 
were manned and other technical experts were available through 
the thirteen hours that the Pavilion was open each day. 

The larger participating organizations arranged for leading re- 
presentatives to come out during the period of the exhibition and 
take part in various supporting activities. Mr. G. Collingwood, 
Chairman of the Locomotive and Allied Manufacturers Association, 
visited the exhibition and under the auspices of the United Kingdom 
Railway Advisory Service, Mr. E. S. Cox, Assistant Chief Mechanical 
Engineer of the British Transport Commission, read a technical 
paper on ‘British Railways’ Experience with Diesel and Electric 
Traction’ to the senior officials of the South African Railways and 
other interested organizations. The great interest aroused was indicated 
by the long a lively discussion that followed the paper. Mr. E. C. 
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Bowyer, Director of the Society of British Aircraft Constructors, 
also came to Johannesburg and gave a lecture entitled ‘Some 
Thoughts on Future Aircraft’ at a well attended meeting of the 
Royal Aeronautical Society, Southern African Section, at which he 
also showed a film of the Farnborough Air Show. These supporting 
activities were most important in supplementing the impact of 
the exhibition on the various technical experts who were the chief 
target this year. 


Publicity was handled by the United Kingdom Information 
Services, Johannesburg, who during the months preceding the Show 
supplied the daily and trade press with news and feature articles on 
British transport, and also tapes to the South African Broadcasting 
Corporation. A number of specially commissioned articles by well 
known figures in British transport formed the basis of two supple- 
ments devoted to the Pavilion which were produced by publishers 
of local trade journals. Coverage by press and radio, both before 
and during the show, was good. The following is an example of 
press comment: 


“This is a good exhibition, not because of the undoubted cost 
of the exhibits, which must be immense, but because it gives a 
well-drawn picture of one facet of British industry and endeavour. 
The designers of the British exhibit have wisely confined 
themselves to one subject, making a well-rounded whole which is 
worthy of study.’

In short, the United Kingdom’s exhibition in the Pavilion in 1961 
was universally acclaimed by representatives of South African 
transport and by the general public as an impressive display of 
Britain’s contribution to transport. Most comment strongly supported 
the policy of concentrating on one section of British industry at a 
time, and without doubt this policy produces results which prove 
attractive and interesting to the public, even if some ladies expressed 
regret that textiles are not given pride of place every year. 


An indispensible contribution to the impact of the display was 
made by the extensive, effective and well co-ordinated supporting 
action undertaken by the exhibitors and their local representatives 
in co-operation with the British Manufacturers and Representatives’ 
Association and the Trade Commission Office in Johannesburg. 
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‘An outstanding example of British-Finnish co-operation, both technical 
and financial’ was the description given by Mr. Reginald Maudling, 
President of the Board of Trade, when he opened Papropack Limited's 
new multiwall sack factory at Hull recently. The ceremony took place 
a few days before the EFTA-Finland Association announced on March 27.

Derails of the State of Singapore’s Development Plan, 1961- 
1964, were published at the beginning of April. ‘The main provisions, 
which are expected to cost M.$ 871-02 million (£101-°6 million) 
over the four years, are given below. 


Objective 


The main objective of the Plan is to provide work for the in- 
creasing labour force. Some improvement in the social services is 
planned, but the greatest efforts are being made in the direction of 
economic development, and over half the expenditure covered by 
the Plan is devoted to creating conditions calculated to induce sub- 
stantial private capital, both local and foreign, into industrial ventures. 
The Government proposes to do this by setting up an Economic 
Development Board, with a capital of M.$100 million ({£11-7 million) 
for the four-year period, by developing industrial estates and by 
increasing supplies of electricity, water and gas. 


Public Investment Targets 


The cost of the principal projects are as follows:

Bigger Opportunities for Exporting to France. 


More French quota restrictions have been and are to be removed. 
The French market should shortly be quite open for nearly all 
industrial goods. This has not been so for many years, during which 
United Kingdom manufacturers for this good reason have not 
cultivated the market and the French public have become largely 
ignorant of British products. There is scope for altering all this, as 
has been emphasised by the Export Council for Europe's trade 
mission to France. This was discussed in the leading article in the 
Board of Trade Journal of March 3. 


Particulars of the changes in the French restrictions are published 
on pages 903, 906 (this issue). Amongst the goods now freed from 
restrictions are porcelain, special steels, injection pumps, television 
sets, radio sets (except battery operated), crawler tractors, commercial 
vehicles exceeding 12,000 c.c. cylinder capacity, optical, photo- 
graphic and cinematograph equipment, sound reproducers, furniture 
and toys. 


Refrigerating equipment is to be released from restriction on 
June 15 next, while at a later date restrictions will be removed from 
battery-operated radio sets, crystal valves including transistors, road 
tractors, all commercial vehicles, clocks and watches. 


The existing restrictions on agricultural products and manu- 
factured foodstuffs, coal, petrol, newsprint, aircraft and ships have 
not been altered. 


Registration of Trade Marks in Kuwait 


THE BRITISH Political Agency in Kuwait has reported that in the 
Kuwait Commercial Law No. 2/61 provision is made for the registra- 
tion of trade marks in Kuwait. British companies may wish to ask their 
Kuwaiti agents to arrange registration. 

A translation of the trade marks law is being prepared.

United Kingdom and Sweden 


THE REVISED Double ‘Taxation Convention relating to taxes on 
income (to replace the Convention signed March 30, 1949) and the 
Double Taxation Convention relating to duties on the estates of 
deceased persons, between the United Kingdom and Sweden, which 
were signed July 28, 1960, were published on April 5 as Schedules 
to Orders in Council numbered S.1. 1961 Nos. 577 and 578 
respectively.

THE ARRANGEMENTS between the United Kingdom and Denmark 
for the extension to the Faroe Islands of the Double Taxation Con- 
vention with Denmark were published on April 5 as a Schedule to 
an Order in Council numbered S.I. 1961 No. 579.

A TRADE AGREEMENT between Italy and Pakistan was signed in 
Rome on January 10, 1961. The agreement, which became operative 
on that date, will initially be valid for two years and may be renewed 
thereafter unless denounced by either party on three months’ notice. 
't affirms the desire of the two countries to promote trade on a mutu- 
ally advantageous basis and to foster economic co-operation between 
the two countries. 


Although no quota lists of goods to be exchanged have been estab- 
lished exports from Pakistan to Italy will include cotton, wool, jute 
and manufactures thereof, carpets, travelling rugs, blankets, animal 
products, fish and fish products, vegetables, hides and skins. Italian

Tunisia and Poland 


THE TUNISIAN Journal Officiel of February 17-21, 1961, announced 
that under a protocol to the trade agreement between Poland and 
Tunisia of November 7, 1959, the validity of the Agreement has been 
extended for a further year with effect from January 1, 1961. 


Provision is made for increases in the following quotas for Polish 
exports to Tunisia: seed potatoes, bentwood chairs and assembly 
parts, paper, haberdashery, pharmaceutical and chemical products, 
machines and equipment; new quotas will include wood components 
for assembling packing cases, rayon and rayon staple fabrics, coal 
and coke, first grade sheet metal and zinc sheets. 


Quotas covering Tunisian exports to Poland which have been 
increased are olive oil, citrus and other fruit, tinned tomatoes, cork, 
phosphates, cement, raw skins and zinc ore; new quotas to be added 
are footwear, aluminium goods, plastic articles, and accumulator 
batteries.

Israel and Finland 


A TRADEagreement between Israel and Finland was signed in Jerusalem 
on February 17, 1961, and came into force provisionally on that date, 
pending ratification. 


Under the agreement, Israel and Finland have granted each other, 
with certain exceptions, most-favoured-nation treatment; all payments 
between the two countries are to be,settled in a convertible currency. 


Indicative lists of the goods to be exchanged include. exports from 
Finland to Israel of paper and cardboard and products, timber and 
wood products, machinery, and metal manufactures. The list of 
possible Israeli exports to Finland includes fruit, phosphates and 
potash, motor vehicles and parts, tyres, textiles, cotton, yarns, chemical 
and pharmaceutical products, and diamonds. 
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East Germany and Norway 


A TRADE AGREEMENT between the Norwegian Barter Company 
and the East German Chamber for Foreign Trade covering trade 


between the two countries in 1961 was signed in Berlin on February 3, 
1961. 


The Agreement provides for increased Norwegian exports of fresh 
and frozen fish, fish silver, fatty acids, sackpaper, feldspar and chlor- 
ine. The value of the quota for pyrites has again been reduced but the 
quantity remains the same. The quotas for fresh herring and herring 
meal and sperm oil have been reduced. 


Increased quotas are provided for East German exports of potash, 
sodium sulphate, printing machinery, books, sporting guns, cameras, 
machine tools, musical instruments and sports goods. ‘The quota for 
textiles has been increased though the sub-quotas for stockings, 
cotton underwear, and towelling remain unchanged. There are new 
quotas for cereals, toys, television sets, leather and fur goods. Quotas 
for office machinery, salt, motor vehicles, brushes and glass and 
chinaware have been reduced.

INDIA 
Import Licensing Policy for April — September 1961 


THE U.K. Trade Commissioner at New Delhi has forwarded a copy of the Government of India Statement analysing the changes made in 
the import policy for individual commodities for the period April-September 1961, and this is published below. ; 

Quota licences issued to established importers are calculated on a fixed percentage of one-half of past imports in a chosen base year. Licences 
will be issued as valid for ‘General Area’ covering all countries, except that certain licences issued under Capital Goods and Heavy Electrical 
Plant schemes and Export Promotion Schemes may be restricted to a specific country or countries. Licences will not, however, be valid for 
import from South Africa/South West Africa. 


The main principles relating to the licensing of capital goods and heavy electrical plant remain unchanged (see Board of Trade Journal of 
April 29, 1960). 


Unauthorized imports are liable to be severely penalized. United Kingdom exporters are advised, therefore, not to enter into firm commitments 
with importers or arrange for the shipment of any licensable goods without first ascertaining from the importer that he holds a valid import

Under Public Notice No. 22-I1.T.C. (PN)/61 dated March 2, 
1961, it has been decided that for the October 1960-March 1961 
period the import of “Cork manufactures, n.o.s.’ (Serial No. 154/IV) 
will be canalized through an agency approved by the Government. 


Under Public Notice No. 25-I1.T.C. (PN)/61 dated March 4, 
1961, it has been decided to classify empty gas cylinders under 
Serial No. 65(3) of Part V of the Import Trade Control Schedule. 


Under Public Notice No. 26-I1.T.C. (PN)/61 dated March 6 it 
has been decided that for the October 1960-March 1961 period 
established importers of tractors (Serial No. 74 (i)/V) will be granted 
licences for import of certain tractor attachments and spares thereof 
on the basis of a quota of 24 per cent. against past imports of 
agricultural tractors. Licences for import of spare parts of prime 
movers not otherwise specified will also be granted under certain 
conditions. 


Indian Import Order No. 2/61 dated February 28, 1961, gives 
details of revised Open General Licence No. IV and is published 
below for information : 

Import Trade Control Open General Licence No. IV. 


In exercise of the powers conferred by Section 3 of the Import and 
Exports (Control) Act, 1947 (XVIII of 1947) as in force in India and as 
applied to the State of Pondicherry, the Central Government hereby 
gives general permission for the importation from any country in the 
world except the Union of South Africa, until further notice, of the 
following: 

(i) free gifts of books up to the value of Rs. 250/- in favour of 
individuals or institutions; 

(1i) Blue Prints and Drawings relating to Machinery and Plant sites, 
works and buildings and which are supplied free of charge and 
are of no commercial value; and 

(iii) any goods included in Schedule I to the Imports (Control) Order, 
1955 and which: 

(a) are bona fide samples or advertising matter, supplied free of 
charge not exceeding Rs. 250/- in c.i.f. value in one consign- 
ment, excepting vegetable seeds falling under S. No. 36 of 
Part IV of the Import Trade Control Schedule, or 

(b) are supplied free of charge in replacement of goods previously 
imported which have been found to be defective or otherwise 
unfit for use. 


Provided that: 

(a) the bona fide samples or advertising matter thus imported shall 
not be sold by the importer. 

(b) the defect in the goods previously imported is noticed before the 
clearance of the goods from the Customs House and is brought 
to the notice of the Customs authorities and it is proved to the 
satisfaction of the Customs authorities that the goods so found 
defective or otherwise unfit for use, are actually returned to the 
manufacturer or consignor or are destroyed, or surrendered to or 
vested in Government for such action as they may deem fit, within 
three months from the date of clearance from the Customs House. 


This licence is without prejudice to the application to any goods of any 
other prohibition or regulation affecting the import that may be in force 
at the time when such goods are imported.

Under Public Notice No. 22-I1.T.C. (PN)/61 dated March 2, 
1961, it has been decided that for the October 1960-March 1961 
period the import of ‘Cork manufactures, n.o.s.’ (Serial No. 154/IV) 
will be canalized through an agency approved by the Government. 


Under Public Notice No. 25-1.T.C. (PN)/61 dated March 4, 
1961, it has been decided to classify empty gas cylinders under 
Serial No. 65(3) of Part V of the Import Trade Control Schedule. 

Under Public Notice No. 26-I1.T.C. (PN)/61 dated March 6 it 
has been decided that for the October 1960-March 1961 period 
established importers of tractors (Serial No. 74 (i)/V) will be granted 
licences for import of certain tractor attachments and spares thereof 
on the basis of a quota of 24 per cent. against past imports of 
agricultural tractors. Licences for import of spare parts of prime 
movers not otherwise specified will also be granted under certain 
conditions. 


Indian Import Order No. 2/61 dated February 28, 1961, gives 
details of revised Open General Licence No. IV and is published 
below for information : 


Import Trade Control Open General Licence No. IV. 


In exercise of the powers conferred by Section 3 of the Import and 
Exports (Control) Act, 1947 (XVIII of 1947) as in force in India and as 
applied to the State of Pondicherry, the Central Government herebv 
gives general permission for the importation from any country in the 
world except the Union of South Africa, until further notice, of the 
following: 


(i) free gifts of books up to the value of Rs, 250/- in favour of 
individuals or institutions; 

(ii) Blue Prints and Drawings relating to Machinery and Plant sites, 
works and buildings and which are supplied free of charge and 
are of no commercial value; and 

(iii) any goods included in Schedule I to the Imports (Control) Order, 
1955 and which: 

(a) are bona fide samples or advertising matter, supplied free of 
charge not exceeding Rs. 250/- in c.1.f. value in one consign- 
ment, excepting vegetable seeds falling under S. No. 36 of 
Part IV of the Import Trade Control Schedule, or 

(b) are supplied free of charge in replacement of goods previously 
imported which have been found to be defective or otherwise 
unfit for use. 

Provided that: 

(a) the bona fide samples or advertising matter thus imported shall 
not be sold by the importer. 

(b) the defect in the goods previously imported is noticed before the 
clearance of the goods from the Customs House and is brought 
to the notice of the Customs authorities and it is proved to the 
satisfaction of the Customs authorities that the goods so found 
defective or otherwise unfit for use, are actually returned to the 
manufacturer or consignor or are destroyed, or surrendered to or 
vested in Government for such action as they may deem fit, within 
three months from the date of clearance from the Customs House. 


This licence is without prejudice to the application to any goods of any 
other prohibition or regulation affecting the import that may be in force 
at the time when such goods are imported.

Commercial Invoice Regulations 


BRAZILIAN Decree No. 49,977 of January 23, 1961, modifies 
Decree No. 47,712 of January 29, 1960 (see Board of Trade Journal of 
May 13, 1960) which deals with the consular visé on commercial 
invoices for shipments to Brazil. The more important amendments 
are: 

Article 2 (paras. a and n) — which specifies that the sailing date of the 
vessel, aircraft or vehicle carrying the merchandise, and the name of the 
companying owning the vessel, etc., shall be shown on the commercial 
invoice. 

Article 11 — lists the cases where a commercial invoice is not required 
(the same as in the previous law but omitting those now included in Article 
31) and states that if an exporter nevertheless wishes such a document 
legalized, it must be by consular recognition of a notarial signature. 

Article 13 — stipulates that invoices should now be made out as an original 
and four copies, and that they must be legalized within 30 days of the 
departure of the merchandise. This supersedes the previous rule that 
invoices be prepared as one plus five copies and legalized before arrival 
of the merchandize at the port of destination. 

Article 31 — lists the merchandise for which no vise is required on the 
commercial invoice. (Paper and materials for the press, books, maps, 
newspapers, magazines and similar publications dealing with technical, 
scientific, literary or instructional subjects, not in the Portuguese language, 
as well as works printed in Portugal in Portuguese, and religious books in 
any language).

Customs Duty Amended on Cider 
and Perry 


[HE IRISH REPUBLIC Revenue Commissioners announce that the 
(;overnment have made an Order entitled the Imposition of Duties 
(No. 102) (Cider and Perry) Order, 1961. The effect of the Order 
which came into operation on March 31, is to vary the customs duty 
on cider and perry at Tariff Ref. No. 54/3. 

The new definition of the duty is as follows: 

‘Cider and perry which contains less than nine per cent. of spirit 
at proof strength, and is shown to the satisfaction of the Revenue 
Commissioners not to contain added spirit or spirit derived from the 
addition of sugar.’ 

The rates of the duty are not affected. Package Duty and Bottle 
duty where appropriate are chargeable in addition as heretofore. 

Special Provision. The Order also provides that the duty of Customs 
imposed by Section 3 of and the First Schedule, as amended, to 
the Finance Act, 1920, shall be charged, levied, and paid on cider 
and perry on which the duty imposed by Section 11 of the Finance 
Act, 1940 (No. 14 of 1940) is not chargeable. Accordingly cider or 
perry which is not chargeable with duty under Tariff Ref. No. 54/3, 
as amended, is chargeable as a mixture or preparation containing 
spirit under Tariff Reference No. 215/1. 

Entry. Entries for cider and perry under Tariff Ref. No. 54/3, as 
amended, will not be accepted unless embodying a declaration in the 
following form: 

‘I declare that the cider/perry described herein contains per cent. 
of spirit computed at proof strength, that its sugar content by weight is 

per cent., and that it does not contain added spirit or spirit 
derived from the addition of sugar.’ 

N.B. Under Section 168 of the Customs Consolidation Act, 1876, 
and Section 16 of the Finance (No. 2) Act, 1915, heavy penalties are 
incurred by any person who makes and subscribes or causes to be 


made and subscribed any false declaration in any matter relating 
to the Customs.

Modification of Customs Duties.
